That the gigantic WPA pro-| 
gram is likely to be continued 
after its present scheduled ter- 
mination June 30, and that Up- 
land and other parts of the Chaf- 
fey district will contniue to 
share in the government-financed 
work were indicated in state- 
ments today. 

Of the eight projects approv- 
ed yesterday in the San Bernar- 
dino WPA office, five came from! 
Upland. The new projects call 
for additional water conservation 
work, street resurfacing and 
curbing. Total cost of the fiv? 
local projects is placed ate $97,-| 
848. 

“Tt js likely that an extension 
of the program beyond June 30 
will be authorized in some form 
by Congress,” is the word re- 
ceived from state WPA head- 
quarters by Ralph W. Smith, 
district WPA supervisor. Cer- 
tain rigid restrictions about the 
type of work and the wages paid 
must be observed, the aim being 
to encourage persons to obtain 
private work. 

Concerning the new WPA 
projects given district approval, 
the city of Upland agrees to 
purchase $15,926 ef materials 
to ‘be used in the improvements. 
The projects call for installing 
rubble concrete storm drains, 
grading of streets, preparing 10 














erecting check dams, landscap- 
ing grounds around the spread- 
ing area, constructing concrete 
curbs and gutters, installing cul- 
verts and grading and surfacing 
more than two miles of streets. 
R. V. Ward, local construction 
engineer, was named to supervise 
the work. Scene for most of the 
work would be in the citrus area 
near upper Mountain avenue. 

Many other projects in this 
Gistrict await future appropria- 
tions of money by Congress. If 
the WPA is continued it is like- 
ly a new science building will be 
erected on the Chaffey campus.
